If the combined adjusted gross 
income—item 6, page 1, if you 
are using the short-form 1040— 
is less th an $3000.00 no benefit 
will result if separate retu rn s are 
filed. Likewise, if th e combined 
net incom e, after exem ptions— 
item 5, page 3, if you are using 
the long-form 1040— is not over 
$2000.00. 
If your income is m ore than 
$3,000.00 on the short-form , or 
$2,000.00 on the long-form , it will 
be advantageous to file separate 
returns if ALL incom e is com­ 
m unity property incom e. If ALL 
income is not com m unity income 
it m ay be more advantageous to 
file a joint return u n d er th e fol­ 
lowing circum stances: 


One spouse has a n et loss: The 
net loss of one spouse w ill re ­ 
duce the n et income of th e other. 
One spouse has a n et capital 
loss: Up to $1000.00 of the capi­ 
tal losses over capital gains may 
be used against o th er income. 
However, th e spouse having the 
capital loss may not have $1000 
of 
other 
income 
and, 
th ere­ 
fore, taxes w ill be reduced if a 
joint re tu rn is filed, since the 
loss can th en be tak e n against 
the capital gains or n e t income 
of the o ther spouse. 
One spouse has charitable con­ 
tributions exceeding th e allow ­ 
able 15% of adjusted gross in­ 
come. By combining th e income 
of both spouses the 15% lim ita­ 
tion m ay be greater. 


WHEN SEPARATE RETURNS 
are filed each spouse is entitled 
to take credit for one-half of the 
tax w ithheld by the em ployer of 
the other spouse. 
T hus, each 
spouse takes one-half of th e com­ 
bined tax withheld. 
The fact th a t joint or separate 
DECLARATIONS w ere filed for 
the year in question w ill not ef­ 
fect the right to file separate or 
joint returns. Moreover, if a joint 
DECLARATION was filed each 
spouse m ay take credit for one- 
half of the ta x paid o r th ey m ay 
divide it betw een th em which 
ever w ay they see fit.
